scarcer and streams of water fewer and 
farther between, the stock began to 
weaken aud fall by the wayside, and as 
the days passed food became scarcer and 
the animals died by hundreds. 
The 


herders even suffered great privations 
for water, aud so desperate did the situa- 
tion'became that when uearing the Brit- 
ish Hue Neidringhouse ordered the drive 
abandoned arid the herders to reach the 
Northern PaciBc railway as best they 
could.

"If you are desirous of studying 


nmimed humanity," said the senior 
siiigeon Ute other dny to a Tribune re- 
porter in tb« operating room of the 
Aluxian Brother*1 Hospital, "just be 
Beatod for a Kttlo while and you will 
huve a good opportunity."
